land, properly used and so pro­ 
tected that it will remain perma­ 
nently productive,” the 
report 
emphasized. 
“Without this solid 
foundation, there can be no real 
hope for a continuously success­ 
ful agriculture anywhere. 
And, 
too, without this foundation there 
can be no assurance of economic 
stability and 
social 
progress; 
there can be no assurance of ade­ 
quate nutrition, prosperity, hap­ 
piness, or peace anywhere 
on 
earth. . . . The solution of our 


I land problem can be stated sim- 
! ply: Use each acre of land under 
[adequate safeguards from ero­ 
sion and 
other 
impoverishing 
forces for the type of production 
to which it is best suited by na­ 
ture.” 


“ By .sharply increasing present 
I conservation operations on 
the 
land,” 
he 
said, 
“the 
United 
States can overcome and control 
erosion within 20 to 20 years.” 
To this end, he advanced seven 
recommendations for getting the 
conservation job done on time: 
1. Set up a timetable for the 
establishment
